With regard to the second clause nf the 
speech, Mr. Grant took exception to the 
statement that the revenue allowed a sat- 
isfactory increase The revenue from 
provincial revenue tax was smaller. 

Col. Baker said that tho decrease in 
tile provincial revenue tax was owing to 
the close of construction on tho railway, 
lie had no doubt the question would be 
asked as to what had became of tho reve- 
nue. Well, it. had been expended in 
public works, and the money had found 
Its way into the pockets of the working- 
men of the country, thus enabling the 
development of the province. The ex- 
penditure was a reproductive one— it was 
an investment. 

Hon. Mr. Vernon said another cause for 
decrease in revenue was the protection 
thrown around the timber limits, which 
had prevented their indiscriminate sale. 

Mr. Senilin thought the item referred 
to by his hon. colleague should have beon 
considered in framing the estimates. 

Mr. Ladlior also took exception to the 
statement in the second clatiso. 

Hon. Mr. Humphreys did not believe 
that the expenditure was in favor of the 
Workingmen but the reverse. 

Col. Uaker said that there had been an 
increase rather than a decrease in the 
general revenue of the province in the 
year 1887 over that of 188(1. In the latter 
it was $514,719.52, while in the former it 
was $541,516.95.

Hon. T. Davie said tho opposition hav- 
ing nothing to find fault with the govern- 
ment were inclined to blame thein for a 
short harvest and to givo them no credit 
for a bountiful harvest. Ho had heard of 
one farmer who, thinking at thu first of 
f iio season there w is a good crop, had 
sold out his stock of hay at ?12 per ton, 
nnd felt like kicking himself whon it got 
up to $20 and $25 per ton. 

Mr. Ladner wanted thu name.

lion. Mr. Robson said if the paragraph 
in the address had expressed regret that 
there had not been a bountiful harvest, 
the Opposition would havo had good 
ground for objection and would have 
greedily taken hold of it.

There was an increase on realty of from 
to 1 per cent; on personal property of 
from 15 to per cent; on income tax 
from fj to J per cent, and 2i cents per 
acre on wild land.

Mr. Orr hi explanation said he had 
stated that ho voted for the increase last 
session, but at tho time had not thorough- 
ly considered the increase that would ru- 
sult.

London, Feb. 8.— Mr. Parnell will 
personally preside at the meeting of 
Nationalist members to be held in the 
parliament buildings to-morrow morning. 
Proceedings of the meeting will doubtless 
bo ol a character not contemplated by the 
home rule leaders, since it is asserted to- 
night, and apparently on good authority, 
that tho government will introduce a 
motion, beforo moving tho address in re- 
ply to the Queen's speech, that no mem- 
ber of tho house who has been convicted 
of an offence under the coercion act be 
allowed to tako his scat. Tho basis of the 
motion being that such a conviction dis- 
qualifies a member and virtually makes 
him a felon. If this is done, and if the 
motion be introduced it wi'l unquestion- 
ably be adopted. It will exclude Wm. and 
P, J. O'Brien, J. D. Sullivan, Shcehy, 
Hooper, Lane, Blane, Cox, Edward and 
Timothy Harrington, and shatter the hopes 
of Parnell, that he will bo able to ob- 
serve the policy of non-obstruction Lo 
government measures during the session. 
Indeed it seems likely Parnell himself 
would feel impelled to abandon th« idea 
in face of such a procedure, and if the 
statement of the government's intention 
be true, it will not bo far from the truth 
to assert that the attitude of the National 
party in the House of Commons will be a 
little different from that of last soision, 
any variation being m the direction of a 
greater obstruction, if possible: Tho prob- 
ability of the government taking this high 
handed course will bo ono of the questions 
considered at to-morrow's meeting, and « 
general refusal to act upon Parnell's 
recommendations contingent on majori- 
ties. A confirmation of to-night's rumor 
may be expected. 

uiud.stunr's Comparison, 

Mr. Gladstone, replying to an address 
aL .Shornclille, while en route from Dovor 
to London to-day, said : Neither in 
Europe or America could be seen such a 
painful spectacle as is observablu in Eng- 
land, that of one nation holding down 
another by force; that Russia, he do 
clarod, would be ashamed to say of Pin- 
' ind what Englishmen seem not to be 
ashamed to say of Ireland, namely, that 
32,000,000 of people wore afraid of 
5,000,000. Southern England alone, ho 
asserted, created the majority in Parlia- 
ment against home rule and in a greater 
measure than any other portion of tho 
kingdom was Southern England re- 
sponsible for tho state of affairs in Ireland. 
The train conveying Gladstone didn't 
stop during the remainder of the journey. 
The ex-premier was greeted enthusiasti- 
cally on his arrival at Charing Cross 
station by thousands of people.

Gladstone's change of plans in landing 
at Dover instead of Folke3tono prevented 
the delivery of his expected speech much 
to the disappointment of torioa and libor- 
als alike, all of whom anticipated a de- 
claration of the liberal chief's parliamen- 
tary programme. The few words spoken 
by Gladstone tit Thorncliffo. where he 
was made tho recipient of a laudatory ad- 
dress, conveyed no very definite idea of 
any changes ho may have made or intends 
to make in his Irish scheme.

[The Right Hon. Frederick Arthur 
Stanley, Lord Stanley uf Preston, G. 0. 
B., younger son of the fourteenth, and 
brother of the present Earl of Derby, by 
Emma, second daughter of the first Lord 
Skelniorsdale, was born in London in 
1841, and roceivod his education at Eton. 
He entered the grenadier guards in 1858, 
was appointed lieutenant and captain in 
18(12, and retired iu 18(15. He represented 
Preston in the Houbo of Commons, in the 
Conservative interest, from July, 1865, 
till Decembor, 1868, whon he was elected 
for North Lancashire. He was a Lord of 
Admiralty from August to December, 
1868, and financial secrotary for war from 
February, 1874, till August, 1877, when 
he became financial secrotary to the trea- 
sury. On April 2, 1878, Colonel Stanley 
was appointed secretary of state for war, 
in succession to Mr. Hardy, now Lord 
Cranbrook, and was sworn of the privy 
council. In tho autumn recess of that 
year he and Mr. W. H. Smith, tho First 
Lord of the Admiralty, with a numerous 
.ii(i(e, visited tho Island of Cyprus. He 
went out of office with Iub party in April, 
1880. In Lord Salisbury's government 
ho was secretary of state for the colonies 
from June, 1885, till February, 1886, and 
in tho cabinot of August, 1886, was ap- 
pointed piesident of tho board of trade, 
and raised to tho peerage with the titlo 
of Lord Stanley of Preston. He married 
in 1864, Lady Oonstanco, eldest daughter 
of tho fourth Earl of Clarendon. Lord 
Stanley is hoir presumptive to tho Earl- 
dom of Derby. — En. ]

A CLEVER CASE OF BLUFF. 

Uuw Capt. Huntington Got Ahead of a Sheriff 
at Port Tuwusend. 

On arriving at Port Townsend last 
Sunday evening from Seattle the Mexico 
commenced loading freight for San Fran- 
cisco. Among the consignments wore 57 
tons of guano, against which Robert Col- 
lier & Co., of Portland, had a bill of 
$416. A writ of attachment was issued 
and the deputy-sheriff came down to the 
wharf about 11 o'clock at night to servo 
it, but found that the guano had 
been loaded. Tho sheriff stated his busi- 
ness to tho captain and received permis- 
sion to engage stevedores ami commenced 
to unload the freight. The captain, how- 
ever, sought legal advice and was inform- 
ed that unless the advance charges wero 
paid the freight could be kept in posses- 
sion of the P. C. S. S. Co. Tho captain 
thereupon told the sheriff that unless he 
complied with that rule he could not take 
another pound of guano. 

"How much aro your advanc. charges?" 
asked the sheriff. 

"Four hundred and eighty-two dollars, 
sir." 

"Well, sinco you gave me permission . 
once to tako the froight, and I havo em- 
ployed over thirty men for that purpose, 
I will continue my work, and you can 
suo out a writ of attachment for your 
money." 

"No you don't," returned the captain, 
and with that he turned to the first mate 
and told him to order overy man from 
aboard tho vessel and havo the engineer 
get up steam at once. 

Attorney Coloinan was on the wharf 
and had witnessed thu proceedings, and 
whon tho sheriff came to him for advice, 
he said: 

"Arrest him, by all means. Ho has 
no authority to resist you, an officer of 
the law, especially after having once given 
his consent for tho removal of tho 
goods." 

"Well, Captain Huntington, I must 
place you under arrest," walking up to 
the master, und laying a hand on his 
shoulder. 

"No, you don't. 1 refuse to be arrest- 
ed. Ca&t of those Hiicb; haul that gang- 
plank ashore." 

The bell in the engine room sounded, 
and the steamer started ahead. Loftus 
found that to arrest a man who would not 
be arrested was no ouay matter, and 
managed by a long jump to leap ashore. 

While the master was up town, about 
sixty tons had been taken ashore boforo 
any demand for advance charges were 
made.

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A UK IT PROPHET'S VIEW. 

Mr. S. H. Blake, a brother of the late 
loader of tho grit party, delivered a t

THE PRICE OF BLOOD. 

There will be less need for trades and 
labor unions when all men practice the 
golden rule of doing unto others as they 
would have others do to them. A half 
century ago American society began to 
cry out loudly for the liberation of the 
slaves from their bondage. Society over- 
came all obstacles. The slaves were 
liberated. Tho work was a commendable 
one. But the southern slaves wore as 
well housed, clothed and fed as thousands 
of the free men of America aro to-day. 
They were more leniently and kindly dealt 
with than are hundreds of sailors on board 
American and Canadian ships to-day. 
The recent developments in a St. John, 
N. B., court in the caso of the ship Van- 
couver, show that there are white slaves 
who are more cruelly treated by their 
taskmasters than were their black 
brethren of tho Southern States some 
thirty years ago. But is this tho only kind 
of slavery ? Look carefully into the real 
meaning of labor, value, wages and liko 
words which pass current in daily conver- 
sation while their significance is too 
often overlooked. The seamstress wiio 
plies her needle, the workman who 
carries his hod, what do they 
put into their work but tho hours 
and days, the anxieties, tho cares, the 
sufferings and sorrows of a life I The 
price of labor is the price of groans, 
agonies, sweat and blood, in fact of life 
itself. "What will you take for your 
services ? " asks the capitalist of his 
employee. As well might ho ask, 
"What will you tako for your life)! 1 
A capitalist engages a thousand men to 
work a factory, to run a railroad or the 
liko. In reality, he pays the price of one 
thousand lives. Is the price always an 
equitable ono l Are employers always 
honetit in their dealings with their em- 
ployees ! Is there not too often ovor- 
roaching, cheating, defrauding and tho 
liko, by methods that business men 
usually consider justifiable. Do Lhey 
always do as they would be done by ? Aro 
they as anxious to give others the full 
value for the labor of their lives as Lhey 
are to obtain tho full value for their own ? 
Tho experience of hundreds and thou- 
sands of workmen does not attest to the 
endeavor of employers to do as they 
would bo done by. "It is not business," 
says one. "In these days of competi- 
tion we cannot afford to heed such 
highly moral advice," says another, "if 
my employees rofuso to work at my price' 
they can go elsewhere and I will engage 
thoso who will," says a third. These ro- 
plies are only justifiable when tho em- 
ployees are paid the highest possible re- 



muneration for their services. It is as 
groat a crime in tho sight of heaven to 
grind a workman's wages down below their 
real value, as it is to cheat him out of a 
portion of his wages after they are fully 
earned, or as it is to enter the window of 
hid linnso and rob him of his savings aftor 
they are earned and saved. It is true that 
employers do not realize this fact as they 
should. The roligious devotee is not un- 
froqueiitly the same person who, as an 
employer of labor, daily defrauds his 
employees out of tho lives which God 
gavo them as his choicest and dearest gift. 
The public conscience needs to bo aroused 
to look these facts squarely in tho face; 
and when employers do in this matter as 
they would have others do to thorn, then 
there will be fewer incentives for work- 
men to unite against capitalists. 

THE PRINCESS' SILVKli WEDDING. 

The silver wedding of the Princess of 
Wales happens in the course of events ti 
bo this year, and numerous, costly and 
be autiful will, no doubt, bo tho gifts that 
will find their way to Sandringham in 
honor of this happy circumstance.

Her majesty 
is doubtless the object of a personal re- 
gard from her people which has never 
been enjoyed by any other British sov- 
ereign; but beyond till this, one is safe in 
saying, that towards tho princess there is 
treasured up among the people, a wealth 
of admiration and affection that is quite 
without an equal, The princess is peer- 
less in tho hearts of the people, and if 
some scheme were devised by which the 
public generally could give expression to 
those sentiments as they fool them tho re- 
sult would be vast, and worthy the name 
and fame of our future queen. 



and all the received maxims of the art of 
war to resist. But hero, again, tho fact re- 
mains that religious wars aro now scouted 
by all Christian nations. They aro sanc- 
tioned in theory, at least, by all Muslim 
nations, and tho theory passes into fact 
whenever, as in Africa, circumstances aro 
favorable. The Muslim missionaries may 
carry tho Koran in ono hand, and many, 
perhaps most, of the conversions m Islam 
in Africa aro now effected by it alone; 
but, potentially, at least, ho carries tho 
sword in tho other, and for many centur- 
ies Islam has thus boon a fertile source of 
war in Africa on a largo scale — Nineteenth 
Centura.

THE MORMON CAME. 

It seems that the Mormons are really 
in earnest in their efforts to show, by 
words, that they are willing toacknowlodge 
that polygamy is illegal.

This is another move in the 
deliberate and desperate game the Mor- 
mon leaders tire playing to get their terri- 
tory admitted as a State. If they could 
once accomplish their object, they would 
he free forever from Congressional con- 
trol, and would thereafter manage their 
State to suit themselves. It would never 
do to admit Utah, with or without poly- 
gamy, until the political power of tho 
Mormon hierarchy is utterly broken, and 
until the primary allegiance of every 
citizen of Dtall is honestly given, not to 
any corporation, but to the United 
States. 

THE FRENCH EXHIBITION. 

Prance is to have an international ex- 
position in 188!), which will celebrate the 
centenary of the revolution and the fall 
of the hated Bastile. At this time of the 
nineteenth century, and when political 
ideas generally have changed so much 
from those that prevailed a hundred 
years ago, it is a singular and significant 
fact that up to the present there is but 
ono monarehiul government that has sig- 
nified its willingness to participate in this 
forthcoming event, while nearly every 
republic on the globe has already promised 
exhibits. Italy is the only monarchy, 
while Mexico and tho Central and South 
American republics, and Switzerland, are 
to the front, and of course tho United 
States is not and will not be behind hand. 
From first to last there has been a pecu- 
liar connection between the French 
republic and the American republic, 
not from political treaty or overt 
governmental act, but from certain 
controlling political ideas that have 
taken and held possession of mens' minds 
in both countries. Lafayette was a fore- 
most figure in the American revolution; 
Lafayette was a leading spirit in the 
French revolution, and the way the minds 
of men in France sot towards America at 
that time and the connection they folt be- 
tween the institutions they were about to 
establish and tho institutions that had 
been established in America, and tho 
deadly opposition of both to the old insti- 
tutions they had broken down, were point- 
edly and strikingly manifested by their 
sending the key of the razed Bastile to 
Washington, and that key— symbol of 
ancient French tyranny, now no nioro — 
lies snugly caged at Mount Vernon. How- 
ever, enough of this. Tho United States 
will not be backward at tho French cele- 
bration of 188i>. Whether the monarchical 
governments of Europe will come in or 
not remains to be scon; but whether they 
come or refuse to do so, the French expo- 
sition of noxt year will be interesting 
not only from an industrial but also from 
a political point of view. 



THE FAITH OF ISLAM. 

It is I'ropaguted by Carrying tin: Koran in 
One Hand, the Sword in the Other. 

Tho doctrine that it over can bo right 
to uso tho sword as an instrument of con- 
version is one which has given rise to the 
most terrible wars in all history. Here, 
again, Christian nations cannot afford to 
throw stones at Muslim; but there is this 
enormous difference between tho two, 
that such wars arc explicity sanctioned by 
the founder of Islam, they am explicity 
condemned by the founder of Christian- 
ity. It may well have seemed to Moham- 
med that a war of religious pi'opagandisin, 
if an evil at all, was a loss evil than the 
state of tilings which it was iutendod to 
supersede, and it may well seem so now 
to those half-military, half religious geni- 
uses like Schamy] or Abd-el-kador, in bet- 
ter known Mussulman countries, or like 
Soui Ueli-Ichia, or Gmaru-al-Haj, or, 
later still, like tho Imam Samadu in all 
its stages, in its docadenco no less than in 
its vigorous youth seouis capablo of throw- 
ing oil'. Gibbon has soinowhero remarked 
that the uso and abuse of religion aro 
fooblo to stem, thoy aro irresistible to re- 
pel, tho stream of national manners, Mo- 
hammed gave a religious sanction to some 
at least of the Arab national proclivities — 
tho appetite for war, for plunder, and for 
adventure — jtibt as, four centuries later, 
tho Popes enjoined upon tho Christian 
chivalry of Europn as a ponanco what they 
themselves regard as a pastime, tho arm- 
ed pilgrimages to tho Holy Land, and in 
either caso tho rosult was a sublime out- 
burnt of national and roligious onthusinsm 
which it would have baffled all tho cool 
calculations of a philosopher to anticipate,

Victor Hudon, a wealthy capitalist, has 
applied to parliament; for a charter tn enn- 
struct a.'}ine of railway conueoting diner- 
ent points of tlie island of Montreal with 
the city. 

Provincial Solicitor-General Duhamol 
was waited upon by a largo number of 
friouds, and prosented with a substantial 
testimonial in the sliapo of a purse of 
money as a token of esteem. 

The Rev. Mr; Hinnol, reotot of Laval 
University, and Mr. Begin, principal of 
Laval Normal school, had a narrow escape 
from death in the Ohicoutimi district m 
an avalanche of snow. 

Edward O'Brien has taken penal action 
against Sir Adolphe Caron to the extent 
of ,s5,OUO for live specific acts of personal 
corruption alleged to have been committed 
during the last election, and which, it is 
said, can bo proven. 

John .James was arrested at Montreal 
on a charge of bigamy, preferred by bis 
father-in-law, Thomas E. Hammond, ac- 
countant, who alleges that he was married 
in 1882 in Cheerley, Berks, England, to 
Miss Ada Label-stock, and alter securing 
her money, amounting to a considerable 
sum, left tor America. 

Chief . Justice Morion, in the court of 
appeals, announced that in the ease ul 
Lattamnie vs. the Mxil four judges were 
unable to come to a decision, which means 
that their honors were equally divided. 
The ddibere, therefore, would bo dis- 
charged, and will have to be reargued bo- 
fore the full bench of live .judges at the 
commencement of next March term. 

A sensation was caused in Montreal 
when it became known that the auditors 
of the Richelieu A Ontario Navigation 
company had discovered that the late

A lady well-known for previous black- 
mailing exploits has arrived at ^Ottawa on 
the look-out for some tender-hearted .Sen- 
ator or M. P. Lt is said she once black- 
mailed to the extent of 8l,0U0 a man 
who ufterwards became a Minister of the 
Crown. 

Mrs. Hayes, living at Repworth, at- 
tempted to commit suicide by shooting 
herself with a revolver, and succeeded in 
inflicting a deep wound in the lung that 
will probably prove fatal. Her husband 
is a well-known lumber dealer. Mrs. 
Hayes was a religious monomaniac. 

.Mrs. U. VV. Sawtell, of Woodstock, 
while heating some water in the furnace 
at hor home, accidentally upset the ves- 
sel on to the lire. The result was a spout 
of steam which struck Mrs. Sawtell with 
such force aa to knock her down. Her 
face and arm were badly scalded, the lat- 
ter being painfully burned.

WHAT INVENTOR EDISON SAYS. 



Tho .Next Important Invention — Chea| 
Motive I'ow. i— l.almr Question. 

I asked Edison "What is to bo tho ten. 
d.mcy of invention during Lie next quar- 
ter of a century?" 

••The nest invention, I think, " he said, 
"is likely to ho the turning of coal into 
motive power without the mediation ol 
Bteam. I am now at work on a machine 
culled tho pyro-magnetio dynamo for this 
purpose — to get electricity directly from 
coal. Almost all of our available energy 
is in wood and coal. "Wo get it out at a 
terrible waste. As four-fifths of tho heat 
in a lire place goes up the chimney and 
only one-fifth out into tho room where it 
is wanted, so about three-fourths of tha 
energy in coal is lost in getting at tha 
other fourth, Coal can be turned im- 
mediately into electricity— I have demon- 
strated that—and I will know in a short 
time whether it can be done commer- 
cially—that is, without costing- more than 
it conies to. Tf my idea can bo realized, 
a steamer that now burns 150 tons of 
coal ii day will burn twenty-live tons in- 
stead. Very certain I am that the whole 
tendency of invention for the last tliirteen 
years of this century will bo directed to- 
ward economy of motivo power." 

"What do you think of tho Keely 
motor?" 

"I have never seen it, 60 I have nc 
opinion about it. But all tho results he 
is said to have obtained can bo got from 
compressed air. All the air in this room 
can be condensed into a liquid that could 
be carried in a filbert shell, and its explo- 
sive force would be tremendous. Skill- 
fully released and reconstructed it would 
move a great machine." 

•When motive power gets to bo four 
times as cheap as it is, Mr. Edison, what 
will become of the laboring man?" 

"He will be enriched by it. Macliin- 
ery will be his slave. See how machin- 
ery has multiplied in tho last fifty years. 
As a direct result, workingmen get 
double the wages they did then and the 
necessities of life cost only half as much. 
In other words, a hand worker can to- 
day buy four times as much with ten 
hours of work as his father could fifty 
years ago. For the first time in the 
world's history a skilled mechanic can 
buy a barrel of Hour with a single day's 
work. The machinery in the United 
States represents the labor of 1,000,000,- 

000 men— or fifty times as much labor 
as that of all the men in the country. 
When motive power is still further 
cheapened— say in another generation — 

1 believe that tlie unskilled laborer, if 
sober and industrious, can have a house 
of bis own, and a horse and carriage, 
and a library and a piano. It is terrible 
stupidity that leads some laboring men 
to suppose that machinery is their foe. 
It is the thing that gives theiu independ- 
ence and even freedom. Without ma- 
chinery society would drift into the con- 
dition of master and slave; tho midtipli- 
caiion of machinery means for every 
worker mure food, better clothes, better 
house, less work. In fact, I believe that 
the indefinite increase of machinery is 
going to solve what folks call 'tho labor 
question' — that is, the desire of hand 
\\ orlcers to get a bigger slice of tho mar- 
gin of profit."— W. A. Croffut in New 
York Mail and Express.

When the Saxo Holm stories first ap- 
peared, and some of thom were at once 
credited to Helen Hunt, a friend who 
greatly enjoyed tho beautiful description 
of a lovely Quakeress in ' 'My Tourma- 
line, " read it aloud to the one whom sho 
believed to be tho original of the story.

WATERS OF THE SPRINGS. 



Principal Constituent* of the DlHarest 
Classes of Mineral Waters. 

The water of many springs holds in 
solution saline, earthy and metallic in- 
gredients. Such springs are found in 
most parts of the earth, each differing 
from the other, more or less, in tho char- 
acter, quantity and combination of tha 
constituents. Indeed, as at Saratoga, 
there may bo essential differences in the 
waters of springs at but a Bhort distance 
from each other. 

The principal constituents are Boda, 
magnesia, lime, iron and lithium, com- 
bined with various acidB. In some there 
is frees carbonic acid, so that the water 
resembles tho manufactured carbonated 
water of our so called "soda fountains." 
There may be, also, in smaller quanti- 
ties, one or more of a dozen other min- 
erals. Rome springs are hot and their 
temperature increases their value, espe- 
cially for bathing purposes. 

The springs generally contain a mix- 
ture of several mineral constituents, but 
they are classified according to the pre- 
dominant one, which, in tho main, deter- 
mines the class of cases to which the 
water is suited, though its action is modi- 
fied by that of the lesser ingredients. 

In one class, the chief ingredient is, 
common salt— chloride of sodium. Since 
salt enters into the tissues of the body, 
and largely into the gastric juice, it must 
have important therapeutical uses. It 
stimulates the action of the stomach and 
bowels and the general circulation, In 
this class of springs, the action of tho salt 
is usually modified by carbonic acid, 
which is also found in them. 

The water of a second class of springs 
is alkaline, and has carbonate of soda — 
which differs not greatly from our cook- 
ing soda— for its chief ingredient. This, 
too, is a constituent of the body, and the 
wtitor aids in digestion, corrects acidity, 
favors the action of the kidneys, and helps 
to promote vital changes in tho system. 
The doses of all alkalies should bo small. 

In a third class iron predominates. 
This favors the formation of good blood, 
the production of heat and general nu- 
trition. 

In a fourth class tho special constituent 
is sulphur, which is sought, among other 
ailments, for numerous cutaneous affec- 
tions. 

In a fifth, tho chief constituents aro 
carbonate and sulphate of lime, and car- 
bonate of magnesia, and aro of use to 
persons having digestive troubles, with a 
tendency to acidity, diarrhoea, and irri- 
tability of the mucous membrane. 

These waters, as bottled up at tho 
springs, and sold by druggists, aro in 
themselves equally potent; but a largo 
part of the benefit of a visit, say to Sara- 
toga Springs, is in tho change of scene, 
surroundings, etc. Much, also, is duo to 
copious drinking, which washes out tlie 
stomach, and variously relieves tho sys- 
tem. But to have the full benefit of 
mineral waters, one should bo guided by 
tho advice of an intelligent physician. 
Without it. harm may result, instead of 
health. — Youth's Companion. 



A Sham nnd 11 Snare-. 
Business as it is done today is, in some 
of its aspects, a sham and a snare. It is 
In the method jobbers have of placing 
goods that many a small dealer liuds his 
quagmire. Think of the swarms of 
drummers which infest the domain of 
the retailer. The' latter is importuned to 
bny, buy, buy everything from a noodle 
to an engine, until ho is far overstocked 
beyond the requirements of bis trade, and 
the result is the ninny frequent failures in 
the commercial world today. The means 
by which these drummers induce pur- 
chases is too long a story to tell. Enough 
to say is that each one must sell goods, 
and often the most questionable means 
are resorted to in order to make sales. 
Indeed, whether by salesmen on the road 
or in the store, tho merchant is so impor- 
tuned and dogged that be is often in- 
duced to give an order and an hour after 
hardly know what he bought. The 
whole idea of business today seems tome 
to be pull, haul and scramble, rather than 
cool, deliberate, legitimate business. 
Hence, I say from this system of over- 
stocking largely results the failures of 
small merchants. — L. S. Lavton in 
Chicago News.

A Lucky unci Accidental Find.

Hon. Mr. Turner — 1 was not aware 
that sums were cast up in long division 
(laughter. ) 

Hon. Mr. Humphreys thought there 
was no source for congratulation about 
the floating of the million dollar loan. 

Hon. Mr. Robson said tho honorable 
gentleman's (Mr. Humphreys) financial 
ability was pretty well understood in this 
country. If he could not understand the 
clause in the address his intellectual 
capacity was certainly very limited. Pre- 
vious loans floated had cost 7 and (i per 
cent., while the bonds for the million dol- 
lar loan were floated at 1J, por cent, at 
par and were now quoted at a premium 
on the London market. Ho thought that 
such a showing was proof positive oi the 
high financial standing of the province! 
(hear.) I 
Mr. Grant said what they cavilled at i 
was that tho government were unable to 
Boat the bonds at, the premium which 
the capitalists now secured for them. 
The debt charge against the province 
was a small ono and bethought the bonds 
should be floated on equal terms with 
those of the Australian bonds, which were 
at 4 por cent. Ho would move the follow- 
ing amendment : 

"To strike out paragraph 8 and insert 
the following: It may well lie doubted 
whether it is not rather discreditable than 
gratifying to find our bonds bearing 4\ 
per cent interest quoted in the English" 
market at a considerable premium. It is 
u confessed inability of your honor's min- 
isters to negotiate the million dollar loan 
at so high a rate of interest, as capitalists 
would evidently be willing to accept it at 
less." 

Mr. McLeoso said he echoed the opin- 
ion of the lion, gentleman who had pre- 
ceded him, and had great pleasure 
in seconding the amendment. 

Hon. Mr. Turner was astonished at the 
course the discussion had taken on tho 
loan. Ho did not propose to fully discuss 
it at present: when tho papers came down 
to tho house he would go more fully into 
it. One honorable gentleman had stated 
that ho (Mr. Turner) could not have 
floated tho million loan at par on the 
London market. He was sorry that he 
could not. The loan was floated before 
he had taken his present' position in the 
government, but he thought the loan had 
been admirably placed. Whore previously 
loans had been floated at a discount and 
at a high rate of interest, the million dol- 
lar loan had been floated at par, and the 
credit of the province had since that ad- 
vanced so that the loan was now quoted 
at a premium. He had also been accused 
of not being able to cast up a 
sum in long division by tho member 
from Comox. He must confess that ho 
did not know how to accomplish such a 
feat. (Laughter.) He was not aware of 
the financial ability of that lion, gentle- 
man, for he had had no financial trans- 
actions with him and was glad of it. 
(Laughter.) The lion, gentleman had 
evidently only got as far as addition. But 
with regard to tho million dollar loan, ho 
could only term it as having been admir- 
ably placed ami an honor to the gentle- 
man who was then financial minister, 
(hear, hear.) The capitalists of the old 
country wore well aware how the prov- 
ince's finances were conducted, and he had 
no dmtbt that if thoy were in the hands of 
gentlemen opposite, they would soon find 
that provincial bonds would not be quoted 
at so fair a price as that which they now 
brought. (Applause. ) 

Mr. Semlin said the clause making it

Hon. Mr. Robson said that the per- 
mission to borrow a million was proposed 
by him in caucus, and resulted from a 
conversation between himself and a gen- 
tleman of high financial standing in Vic- 
toria. He remembered the circumstances 
quito as well as though it was yesterday. 

Mr. Seiiilin still claimed that ho was 
wrong. 

Mr. Grant said that at the time he had 
stated Victoria had floated bonds at i\ 
per cent, and surely the province could 
do equally as well. 

Hon. Mr. Bumphreys said thoy wore 
only doing their duty ill opposing every 
point in tho government's policy. He 
said that if attaokdd on personal grounds 
he would answer back on the same princi- 
ple. In bis business career he lmd never 
been concerned in it disgraceful failure in 
Prince Edward Island before coming to 
this province. The honorable gentlemen 
had claimed that the loan was floated be- 
cause of thoir ability or respectability, 
inferring that they were a better class of 
men than had previously occupied the 
government benches. 

Hon. Mr. Turner said the honorable 
gentleman who had just sat down had 
referred to personalities being introduced 
into the house, while he (Mr. H.) was 
the first ono to introduce them, and ho 
believed that they hud been applied to 
him as a private individual. 

Hon. Mr. Humphreys said that his re- 
marks did not apply at all to bis personal 
or private position, .and if he thought so 
ho would withdraw thorn. 

Hon. Mr. Turner would ask Lbu hon. 
gentleman if in the latter part of hist re- 
marks, where he stated that ho had never 
been concerned in any disgraceful failure 
in the east, if ho had meant him I 

Hon. Mr. Humphreys said if, as a par- 
liamentary debater, ho could insinuate 
something within the pale of thu rules of 
the house, there could be no question 
taken to it. 

Hon. Mr. Turner said that if tho in- 
sinuation was meant for him it was a di- 
rect lie. 

Mr. Speaker— I must call tho hon. gen- 
tleman to order. Such words cannot bo 
used in this house, 

Hon. Mr. Humphreys— 1 think, Mr, 
Speaker — 

Mr. Speaker— Keep your seat. 1 must 



Tho girls, inmates of the house, were 
fined $20 each or one mouth's imprison- 
ment. 

AN UNUSUAL CHARGE. 

D. MoDonousrh was charged with bring- 
ing stolen money into Canada. 

Mr. ( lannaway appeared for the prose- 
cution, but prisoner was not represented 
by counsel. He said he was without 
means to procure the services of a lawyer. 

Judge Harrison considered that this was 
a casein which a lawyer was needed by 
the defendant. 

Mr. F. G. Walker, who was present, 
kindly came forward and said ho would 
represent die prisoner and the case was 
then continued. 

S. L. Sigel sworn, said: —1 reside in 
Seattle; am agent for the Singer Sewing 
Machine company; am the manager at 
Seattle ; defendant repaired machines 
and was promised commission on sides; 
be was a stranger in Seattlo; Oil Dee. 
15th told defendant 1 was going away 
and that a jeweler named Mr. Triegh 
would attend to my business; when I re- 
turned from the mines prisoner said he 
sold a machine .and handed in an old ma- 
chine and said #50 would bo paid in ton 
days; I produce a receipt showing that 
prisoner bad the money in his possession 
at the time; the receipt is in the prisoner's 
handwriting; on Dec. 22nd prisoner col- 
lected SliO from J. D. Bo wen; the money 
belonged to the Singer Manufacturing 
Company; I lent prisoner money to pay 
his board. 

To Mr. Walker— I don't know when 
MoDonough came into Canada, although 
I have sworn that ho arrived on a certain 
date; don't know how much money ho 
brought with him. 

W. H. Adams, sworn— Am agent of 
the Singer Manufacturing Company in 
Victoria; met prisoner last Wednesday 
evening at tho Vancouver Houso and ac- 
cused him of stealing tho money; told 
prisoner that the company would have 
him arrested; he sidd ho took the money 
and had gambled it; prisoner said he 
would pay it back when he could. 

To Mr. Walker— The conversation took 
place last Wednesday night; I have soon 
him in Mr. Fletcher's store; Mr. Fletcher 
sells Singer machines; thoy are not ma- 
chines of the Singer Manufacturing Com- 
pany; I told MoDonough to get out of 
town; I told him ho would have twenty- 
four hours to got out of town. 

At the conclusion of Mr. Adams' ovi 
donee tho case wiui adjourned for further 
hearing until to-morrow morning.
